ANY of the cleansing prep- 
arations about the home are 
perfectly harmless, when prop- 
erly used, but when taken in- 
ternally by accident or design

It is 
hard to con- 
ceive anyone 
deliberately 
drinking or 
eating caus- 
tic potash or 
lye, yet chil- 
dren fre- 
quently get 
enough in 
their mouths 
to do a freat 
deal of dam- 
age. It is a 
frightfu 
thing to take

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HOLIDAY GALAS 
DEMAND HANDS 
BE ATTRACTIVE

RE you one of those women 

who suddenly become “hand 
conscious” about this time of the 
year? Even though you ordin- 
arily take little pride in your 
hands, the Christmas festivities 
that call forth your prettiest 
gowns should also find your 
hands and arms soft, smooth 
and lovely. If they are not ready 
to be displayed to advantage 
right now, you had better put in 
several days of intensive beau- 
tifying treatments. 

Fortunately the hands respond 
instantly to care, so two or three 
careful treatments will make a 
big difference. Begin by scrub- 
bing hands, arms and elbows 
with a bland soap and a com- 
plexion brush. Scrub briskly so 
the horny, dead cells will be re- 
moved. If ordinary scrubbing 
isn’t sufficient over the elbows 
and use a smail 
amount of 
powdered 
pumice over 
the rough 
areas. 

Rinse thor- 
oughly after 
cleansing 
and dry 
well. Then 
take a rich 
lubricating 
cream and 
Massage 
iho roughly.

Wipe off the excess cream and 
check up on the cuticles. Dur- 
ing the winter it is a good idea 
to get the habit of supplement- 
ing your weekly manicure with 
soaking your finger tips in warm 
olive oil. Smooth off your finger- 
nails frequently with the fine 
side of the emery board and -hey 
will be less likely to split. 


The skin at the sides of the 
fingernails is apt to have little 
rough-edged callouses that call 
for attention. Sometimes these 
can be treated with cuticle soft- 
ener and removed, but you may 
have to use sterner methods, 
especially if the callouses have 
developed over a period of time. 
Make a paste of olive oil and 
powdered pumice and smooth 
over the rough spots. Leave it 
on a few minutes, then scrub 
gently to remove the deadened 
skin, Be extra liberal in your 
application of cuticle oil or 
cream after this treatment. 


After the massage treatment a 
bleaching cream or lemon juice 
may be applied to the hands 
and left on overnight. When your 
hands and arms are soft, white 
and well-groomed, you can use 
the newest, boldest shades of 
nail polish._successfully. Lovely 
nails on lovely hands are like 
jewels, but-on roughened, red- 
dened hands they are conspicu- 
ous.

QUESTION: “Can you give me 
the details of the salt pack? I 
have been advised to try it for 
excessive oiliness of the hair and 
scalp.—Mrs. P. E.” 


The salt pack for oily hair 
seems to give results, but I would 
advise you to use it with caution. 
In the first place it may leave 
your scalp very sore and irritated 
and in the second you can usu- 
ally get the same results by other 
means if you are willing to work 
conscientiously. For the pack 
take a saucer of common table 
salt and moisten slightly. -Apply 
to the entire scalp and through 
the hair and then massage thor- 
oughly with the finger tips. Al- 
low the salt to dry, then place a 


towel about your shoulders and 
brush vigorously. When most of 
thc salt has been removed, sham- 
pou the hair thoroughly using 
several applications of liquid soap 
and rinsing several times. The 
final rinse water might contain 
lemon juice or vinegar. Your 
hair will be soft and fluffy. 


Is the Wealthiest Man in 


OW does a wealthy man be- 
come wealthy? Some achieve 
dollars and fame along with a 
great fanfare of publicity, while 


others take quiet, almost silent, 
pathways. Joseph Rank is ac- 
counted the wealthiest man in 
England, and if you asked an 
Englishman who Joseph Rank 
was, he would look at you blank- 
ly and say: “I’ve never heard of 
such a person.” 

Nevertheless, Mr. Rank stands 
as a modern Midas, and is very 
much alive, and active at the age 
of 80. He is Britain’s flour king. 
It began like this: Rank was 
born at Hull, where his father 
owned a small flour mill. In 
those days the flour was ground 
in small windmills which dotted 
the countryside. When he was 
fourteen Rank started to work 
for his father at a small wage. 

When the father died he left 
his son $2,500, and with that 
young Rank purchased an old 
mill in Hull which turned out the 
staggering total of two sacks of 
flour an hour. Being a thrifty 
soul, he was able to save $30,000 
after a few years. Here he dis- 


played acumen, in that he per- 
ceived the day of the old stone- 
grinders was over. He went in 
for steam-driven rollers and be- 
gan to do business in a bigger 
way. AS he was now getting a 
market in London, and as trans- 
portation was very expensive, be 
next opened a mill in London 
itself. 

Perhaps Rank’s success was 
based on the fact that he always 
burned his bridges behind him 
and never looked back. He grad- 
ually expanded until he had 
large mills at such strategic 
points as Liverpool, Caraiff, 
Southampton, Birkenhead, and 
Belfast; Ireland. Today he con- 
trols mills which turn out 173,- 
000 sacks per week, or about one- 
seventh of Britain’s entire flour 
output. 

He lives simply at Reigate, and 
is a bulwark of the Methodist 
Church in England. He has given 
his church shares in the busi- 
ness estimated to be worth $10- 
000,000, and at one time when 
he was told of the poor balauce 
sheet of the Methodist Aged 
Ministers’ Fund he wrote out a 
check for’ $500,000.

Graham Cracker Ice Box Cake 
Blend one cup graham cracker 
crumbs with one-fourth cup of 
melted butter and one-fourth 
teaspoon salt. Use a part of the 
mixture to line a lightly greased 
mold. For the filling soak one- 
half tablespoon gelatin in two 
tablespoons cold water. Make a 
custard over hot water with one- 
fourth cup lemon juice, one-half 
cup sugar and two esg_ yolks.

Frankness From _ the 


Chinese, But Could They? 


N A recent interview with Pearl 
Buck, still busily writing of 
browr men and white, she is 
credited with expressing the 
credo that American women are 
fearless of 
the opinion 
of others. 
Yet she 
charges them 
with allow- 
ing these 
opinions to 
undermine 
their lives— 
especially 
their married 
lives. She 
finds that we 
pretend too 
much for 
our own good 
for, in order 
to pretend with any degree of 
success, there must be consider- 
abie concealment of the real 
state of affairs. “I think this 
habit of concealment about how 
one lives or a lack of tolerance 
about how other people live is 
bad for character,” Mrs. Buck 
said. “The Chinese could teach 
Americans a great deal about 
how to manage life’s pretenses. 
They pretend about many things.

ters of concealment—that were, 
in fact, too brazenly revealing of 
our private lives. 

Pretense is not one of the 
faults of the present age, unless 
it’s pretense resulting from lean- 
ing over backward in an attempt 
to be frank. Sinte no one seems 
to mind so-very much what you 
have done, and no one minds at 
all that you are broke, there has | 
ceased to be anything like the 
bluff, “front,” or hypocrisy of 
other days. We’ve taken to brag- 
ging about being poor, and if not 
actually: boasting of paying a 
past, chéerily broadcasting that 
we have lived. Make of that 
statement what you will. 


Personally I doubt very much 
if modern husbands and wives 
pretend to each other. I think 
they either love too much or too 
little to go through such a farce. 
Loving too much makes them 
chary of inflicting such wounds 
as a falsified statement would 
bring. Not loving enough makes 
them entirely unconcerned with 
anyone’s reactions but their dwn.
